You say this is a Christian nation and I don’t disagree, so why do you say there's no 
religious component to our Middle East policy? I'm not saying it's a crusade just that 
there's a religious component to our foreign policy just as there's a religious component to 
our domestic policies and just about everything else in life.

Those instincts include compassion which has led to our prison system which coddles 
killers... crime keeps getting worse.

Is it possible that capitalism seems to work because its proponents control the international 
banking system?

It’s early 2015 and if you pay $ 495 for the Ridgid brand five piece rechargeable tool set 
versus $ 259 for the Ryobi which comes with six tools, you’ll be supporting an American 
company but both are making these tools in China. At the moment Ridgid’s owned by 
Emerson Electric, DeWalt by Stanley Black and Decker, Ryobi and Milwaukee brand tools 
by a Hong Kong conglomerate founded by a German and a Chinese and Bosch is German. 
These companies make most of their tools in the usual places; China, Mexico, Malaysia etc., 
while their high end tools if they have any might be made in the U.S., Germany or Japan. 

The largest shareholder for both Emerson Electric and Stanley Black and Decker is the 
Vanguard Group, Inc. with the other usual institutional investment companies not far 
behind. So when Joe six-pack buys American he may be supporting some American jobs 
but he’s mostly supporting low paid Asian or Mexican workers and American investers 
ranging from grandma to the 1%’ers. 

The American General said he doesn't understand or observe or recognize China's so- 
called 2000-year-old claim to the Island.

People at both ends of an argument usually have too much to lose to easily compromise. 
They should probably be peacefully retired, allowing people closer to the middle to try

than devotees of extreme positions.

There are differing worldviews that are barely compatible and some that seem utterly 
incompatible. In the latter case the affected people might want to move poles away from 
each other. If they do have encounters they should respectfully give each other a wide 
berth. I think humans have practiced this for eons with some success but inevitably like- 
mindedness only tends to last a short time. Groups seeking to form utopian societies with a 
people of similar worldviews often find that their children’s generation will have a 
significant number of people who don't embrace said view... if it even survives that long.

I've been around almost 60 years and 
probably half of those years we’ve been fighting wars or engaged in some kind of “police 
action” somewhere. We've also had troops stationed in dozens of foreign countries all 
those years. Now they're telling us that the taxpayers are paying for the "salute to troops” 
and “home-town heroes” at NFL games etc. Harris asks do you care and her panel doesn’t. 
In fact Ms. Harris asks how there could even be another side to the question. Well in many 
towns you’re better off not questioning such taxpayer sponsored events. My objection isn't 
so much with saluting the troops (yes I said isn't so much with saluting the troops) instead 
it’s with my perception that by saluting the troops you are de facto also saluting the policies 
of slaying monsters around the world for special interest groups. 

I would not for a split second defend; Radical Islam or Japan and Germany in WWII but I 
think Westerner governments whose foreign policies seem founded on a belief that they’re 
sanctified by God and doing his work may be way off base. 

The war that took more lives than any in our history was World War II. On the eastern 
front tens of millions of Russians and Germans died either directly or indirectly from the 
war.

The West had quite a problem with the Japanese, because they were willing to commit 
suicide attacks for their emperor but they may have an even greater problem with Muslim 
extremists who seem almost anxious to die for their leaders because they believe they're

Getting our way or repelling others who would "have their way" with 
us. 


When people say that it was atheist regimes that killed 135 million people in the 20th 
century I would say they work Chris they were releasing religionist countries with a 
personality: leaders who were trying to replace the existing personality cults. Germany is 
the birthplace of Protestantism Russian orthodox Christianity Russian Orthodox risk any 
time of confusion of largest Buddhist nation and the people of these nations didn't lose their 
religion they just followed because they were terrorized by the new personality Cults but 
their religion did not prevent them from creating these atrocities. Thanks God the Hitler, 
Stalin, Mao cults didn’t win... whether we have Christianity or the Magna Carta etc. to 
thank for that is a good question...

War is how we get to know each other... sometimes it leads to a beautiful friendship like 
the U.S. and Britain sometimes to ugly centuries long feuds like the Arabs and Israelis...

You say that if we hadn’t used; nukes, napalm, cluster bombs, agent orange and the rest, 
they would've use it against us and that's almost certainly true but it's also true that we are 
the ones that used them the most and in the case of nukes the only ones so far who’ve ever 
used them. The reason may have been to save American and Japanese lives or it may have 
been to send a message to the Russians and to be sure that Japan surrendered 
unconditionally... I hope what goes around doesn’t come around over our wars. 

In the movies John Wayne said, “I never killed a man who didn't deserve it.” That’s 
approximately what a lot of people who’ve killed have said. A few are right and some are 
wronger than others and those who’ve killed often are unlikely to be right 100% percent of 
the time. 

I think it has less to do with this group of people or that group of people and more with us 
being humans and humans being just a few steps above Chimps. This isn't meant to insult 
anyone:), it’s to point out that despite all our flowery language, when you get right down to 
it, it's still largely about dominance, submission, territory and mates. 

I believe in God but I don't support any organized religions because from where I stand 
they seem to be at least a contributing factor in almost all wars. Their right up there with 
competition over resources, which is also a terrible reason for people to kill each other. 

War may never end but might decline when the result is a negative instead of positive cash 
flow. 

In the film clip from the 60’s, Graham Nash said people over 40 start world wars and that's 
probably true... but people under 40 do most of the killing, many of them with zeal. 

We don't need men's liberation or women's liberation, we need human liberation and for 
starters we need to reach some kind of consensus on that liberation even means. Next 
maybe we can try to decide how to achieve universal human liberation and that may be 
even dicier. Liberate you but don't shackle others. 

The lady in line said thank you so much to the man behind her for "paying it forward" and 
I admit that's very nice! I wonder though if he votes for bombs? Just curious, or should I 
be looking gift horses in the mouth and questioning good deeds? 

No wonder we keep having wars when so many gets their news from only one source... if 
you get all your news from Huckabee you’ve probably been for war for years and the same 
holds if you get all your news from those he keeps warning us against. They both seem to 
have a vested interest in the Apocalypse and we’re likely to get ti. 
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Once your nation’s embarked on war, you need to join the effort, leave the country or 
become a Conscientious objector. 

Becoming a Christian is an excellent way to mend our ways but parents still lie for their 
kids when charged with a crime, headless bodies may have been found in the rubble of 
Gaza, we probably blew up school kids in Hiroshima possibly more to scare Russia then to 
avoid an invasion of Japan, etc. Ghandi...tell us how it is. 

You can be unbeatable and successfully storm every bastion but that may not mean you're 
always right and though you don't exactly say that, it's what I hear. 

When you get right down to it, a religious war’s a religious war and it doesn't matter if a 
Christian’s Catholic or Protestant, liberal or conservative or if a Muslim’s is Sunni, Shia, 
secular or fundamentalist.

It seems like the higher the form of a religion is, the more prone to violence it is. Sunni 
fundamentalists are the most violent in the world and America which has more 
fundamentalist Christians than most developed countries also has one of the highest crime 
rates. In the Christian world our crime rate may only be exceeded by certain African 
countries where Christian fundamentalist vie for power with Catholics, Muslims and 
practioners of native religions. Christian Europe with its lower level of fundamentalism is 
less violent as is Japan where Buddhism generally isn’t fanatically practiced as Fairledge as 
Fairledge has him some other classes. Meanwhile some of the most oppressive countries 
are officially atheist like North Korea and these tend to have their own religions in the 
form of personality cults. 

It can be argued that the most violent societies have been Christian, at least traditionally. 

If you look at Germany and Russia in World War II, their armies probably killed the most 
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people in the history of humankind. These were traditionally Christian nations that fell 
under the; control, spell or influence of terrible atheist leaders who instituted personality 
cults that somehow trumped Christian values and influence... perhaps base human nature 
was stimulated by the monstrosities that ruled those lands.

are just concepts. 

Dad's gone but I can still talk to him... I don't know if he can hear me but I can talk to 
him. 

I don’t know why but I feel like sitting by Dad’s grave and telling him the latest news of 
Egypt and the rest of the world... 

As I get back in the car after leaving the main mausoleum at Crown Hill I think it's 
Foreigner that's playing on the radio but I know it’s “As Cold As Ice.” 

It’s Father’s Day.... got out of the car, placed new flowers (the one’s from Memorial Day 
were gone) said a few words to Dad got back in and drove away. As I turned the radio on 
the first thing I heard was a car? commercial saying something about 666-1414... I thought 
it was a phone number but know it was disturbing and made me wonder about the usual 
things... Christianity, eternity etc. Called the number later and got a man’s voice mail, left 
no message but he texted later and asked if it was a wrong #, I texted back that it 
was...

Another thing I miss spell the dads gone is the 10 or 15 minute phone calls we have most 
nights he wanted to hear the news. He seemed appreciative of my reporting, commentary 
and analysis... thanks Dad that made me feel good!

One reason I don't trust The church is because they disenfranchise any man who doesn't 
see things the way they do even though the man is supposed to be the ruler of the family. If 
you don't sign on the dotted line regarding the things they teach, you’re disqualified as the 
head of the family and that’s criminal... 

Every religion says there' much more to life than money and all say murder is wrong. 
Where they differ is in the minutiae and that's where they get some people and lose others. 

I'm not sure the great modern religions are much different than the more ancient religions. 
There's still authority and there's still punishment or reward. Whether or not these 
constants are true or false is not a question I'm asking. I'm just pointing out that they are 
the constants.

Here’s one 
case: according to the Salt Lake Tribune, the Mormon church has released a photo of one 
of the “seer stones” (also called “peepstones”) used by church founder Joseph Smith to 
“translate” the golden plates that became the Book of Mormon. 

The translation began in 1828, and, according to the Mormonism Research Ministry 
(which appears to be critical of the church), went like this: 

Harris’ description [Martin Harris was one of the scribes who wrote down Smith’s 
“translation”] concurs with that of David Whitmer, another one of the three witnesses 
whose testimony appears at the front of the Book of Mormon. Whitmer details exactly how 
the stone produced the English interpretation. On page 12 of his book An Address to All 
Believers in Christ, Whitmer wrote, 
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“I will now give you a description of the manner in which the Book of Mormon was 
translated. Joseph Smith would put the seer stone into a hat, and put his face in the hat, 
drawing it closely around his face to exclude the light; and in the darkness the spiritual 
light would shine. A piece of something resembling parchment would appear, and under it 
was the interpretation in English. Brother Joseph would read off the English to Oliver 
Cowdery, who was his principal scribe, and when it was written down and repeated to 
brother Joseph to see if it was correct, then it would disappear, and another character with 
the interpretation would appear. Thus the Book of Mormon was translated by the gift and 
power of God, and not by any power of man.” 

This of course is dubious, since the plates were written in an unknown language, and 
nobody takes this as a serious manifestation of the divine save the Mormons themselves.

Immigration - The Emperor Has No Woes (About Usurping Power)

In an obvious abuse of power, late last month His Majesty issued executive orders 
protecting millions of illegal immigrants from deportation stating, "there are actions I have 
the legal authority to take... that will help make our immigration system more fair." 

Obama implied that he’s preventing families from being torn apart but it’s really a scheme 
to allow millions who will overwhelmingly vote Democrat to become citizens and help the 
Obama revolution destroy America as we know it. 
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It's wonderful to have compassion for people who want to become Americans but Obama’s 
decimation of immigration laws is cynical and damaging to the country. America is 
between a rock and a hard place and the skilled agitators whose motto is, “never let a crisis 
go to waste”, are doing their best to frame the debate so that the outcome will be in their 
favor. Americans want to be compassionate but they don't want the U.S. to be drastically 
changed demographically, which is inevitable if tens of millions of poor unskilled 
immigrants continue to come here. 

We are at a crossroads and must decide if America will be a republic and a meritocracy or 
a welfare state. Unfortunately the American republic’s been slipping away for a century 
and Ben Franklin’s quote, “...a republic if you can keep it”, in answer to a question about 
what form of government the revolution would give the people, has proven prophetic.

It would be wise 
to base immigration policy as much on increasing our competitiveness, as on compassion 
for the needy. An immigration system similar to the college admissions model is more 
appropriate than the 19th century method now in place. Colleges admit applicants based 
primarily on their academic records but also admit a smaller number of people with lower 
grades who bring various desirable attributes to the student body. Similarly, America 
should admit immigrants based on what they offer this society, while also admitting a 
smaller number of people for humanitarian reasons. It would be different if we lacked 
unskilled workers, in which case we would want to admit more of them but what we lack 
are highly skilled workers, so they are the ones to admit in higher numbers. 

There should be a formula based approach to evaluating immigration applications so that 
we admit people with the qualities required for our countries continued success. Like 
university admissions, the formula should be subjective enough to consider intangible 
attributes but it should primarily be merit based. When it comes to undocumented 
immigrants already in the U.S. any possible admission process should include an essay 
question or two, so applicants who have made the effort to learn English are rewarded 
compared to those who haven’t made that effort. 

Self-deportation which has been ridiculed should be one of the cornerstones of immigration 
reform to help expatriate the millions of immigrants who have disobeyed our laws and 
abused our welfare system. At the top of the deportation list should be criminals, followed 
by serial exploiters of our welfare and legal systems. 

Simultaneously the American welfare system should be reformed and the millions of able 
bodied people receiving benefits should be compelled to get off the dole. This would 
discourage unskilled immigrants from violating our borders and lead to wage increases for 
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American’s currently working for the minimum. Welfare recipients who return to work 
would become net contributors to society and hopefully escape the multi -generational cycle 
of poverty perpetuated by the welfare system. Admission of highly skilled workers on the 
other hand will make the U.S. more competitive with other developed nations. 

Low skilled immigrant workers pay little or no income tax, get tax refunds via the earned 
tax income credit and often rack up huge hospital bills ultimately paid for by American 
taxpayers. Conversely, highly skilled workers who are needed but not allowed to 
immigrate are likely to put more into the system than they take out. 

It’s a matter of supply and demand and if America supplies opportunities for hard 
working people it will attract hard working immigrants, but if it supplies easy welfare 
benefits it will attract people seeking those. It’s time for the American people to decide 
they will offer opportunity not welfare, because that is how our country was built. 

Our borders should be as impenetrable to illegal immigrants as it is to foreign armies and 
technologies exist to make his goal attainable, if we have the will to do it. We are foolish if 
we allow special interest groups and loud lobbyists reduce the question of border control to 
an emotional issue. People coming here to have anchor babies, or seek public assistance 
are quite aware they are breaking the law and exploiting American tax payers and as such 
they should bear the burden of guilt, not us. 

Regarding people in the U.S. illegally, their cases should be evaluated based on what they 
have done since their arrival. If an undocumented immigrant received benefits and went 
on to start a business and employee others, he or she should receive preference over 
immigrants who flagrantly exploit the social safety-net or committed crimes. 

America should try hard to minimize inconveniencing immigrant children even though the 
real culprits are the parents who brought, or sent them here illegally. These transgressions 
must not be paid for by law abiding Americans. If we foolishly allow activists and agitators 
to inflict a guilt trip driven immigration policies on us it will harm all Americans in the 
long run. 

U.S. immigration policy should not be based on righting past wrongs, or on placating guilty 
consciences. It’s humanitarian to consider these but just as your children didn’t commit 
past injustices, immigrant children aren’t suffering from those nearly as much as from 
their parent’s current mistakes. Likewise there must be no shame in stating that America 
should be an English-speaking nation and while it’s great that immigrants can speak other 
languages, learning English should be the higher priority. 

Let’s not be duped into allowing agitators to succeed in Balkanizing America and turning it 
into something contrary to what its founders intended. The agitators desire to transform 
American into a weak welfare state should be resisted by all Americans regardless of when, 
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or how their ancestors arrived on these shores. In this century, countries that attract 
skilled immigrants will succeed and countries that allow; activists, social engineers and 
benefit seekers to mandate their immigration policies will fail... I hope America chooses 
the wiser model. 

A path to citizenship shouldn’t be a free pass and we should decide that role of this country 
isn’t simply to absorb people from troubled countries. Such people would be doing their 
families and countrymen a greater service if they stayed where they are and fixed their own 
societies. Inevitably a sizeable number of immigrants from countries ripe with; violence, 
bribery and corruption bring those entrenched habits here instead of abandoning them on 
their own shores. We must determine that from now on, this country is for the people who 
are here and for a reasonable number of immigrants who intend and are able to contribute 
to American society. 

It’s no longer feasible for America to base immigration policy on reuniting people with 
family members who intentionally crossed our borders illegally. Being duped or guilted 
into accepting the “reuniting families” argument will lead only the U.S. continually being 
flooded with unskilled workers and people more interested in welfare than in work. The 
future belongs to countries that offer opportunity, not hand-outs and that insist on 
supply/demand, competition based immigration systems. The president’s cynical scheme to 
import millions of future democratic voters must be stopped or America’s famous but 
dwindling, silent majority will suffer irreparably from Obama’s "Change we can believe 
in" plan for America.

All this talk about offering the Taliban and A1 Qaeda mortgages and TVs so that they'll be 
content to stay home on the weekends is probably nonsense. It's perpetrated by many of 
the same guys who say this isn’t the religious war but want to bomb them into oblivion 
because they carry Korans. It is religious in my opinion and the people fighting for A1

isn’t that likely. Religious wars tend to escalate and this one may end up nuclear. So you 
might as will prepare your bunker, stock your shells and do what you have to do to survive 
the nuclear winter. 

Middle East? We don’t think we should be in there or giving money and weapons to 
anyone. The Saudis are no different than the Iranians and Israel is not what America is 
supposed to be... but then neither is America.

Although I don't think we should be in Middle East I'm pretty sure we're going going to 
stay there and keep fighting. I don't expect that we can do anything else but continue the 
war against terrorists which I think we will win... 

Are our wars in the Middle East a crusade? You better not suggest that to some people. 

Yet we are the extremist fringe of the Western aka Christian world and we have always 
been militant in nature. The pilgrims brought muskets for hunting and "defense" but soon 
used them offensively. If the other side has no problem calling themselves jihadis why are 
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we so reticent to call ourselves crusaders? Occasionally by a slip of the tongue however it's 
acknowledged.

Garrison's guest said there isn't a Palestinian problem, he said the Palestinians are the 
problem. He insists that they submit and stay on their assigned reservation, which they're 
not inclined to do so to him they become "the problem." His world view assigns everyone 
to one reservation or another and those who don't abide must be dealt with and broken. 
Funny how these people who disrespect almost all UN resolutions, have no problem with 
the resolution that divided Palestine.

Are they the same stock as the people there in ancient 
times or did they migrate from somewhere else” Being so exceptional I wonder where their 
journeys began what their origins were? 

Chosen? Maybe. Exclusive club certainly. Extraordinary? Undoubtedly! 

American foreign policy in fact Western farm policy for the last 2000 years has been based 
somewhat on what were either dreams or messages from God to the apostle John, the 
prophet Daniel and others who lived at least 2,000 years ago.

The Patriarch Abraham in the Bible 

Historians date Abraham's bibilical story around 2000 B.C., based on clues in Genesis 
Chapters 11 through 25. Considered the first of the biblical patriarchs, Abraham's life 
history encompasses a journey starts that in a place called Ur. In Abraham's time, Ur was 
one of the great city-states in Sumer, a part of the Fertile Crescent located from the Tigris 
and Euphrates Rivers in Iraq to the Nile in Egypt. Historians call this era from 3000 to 
2000 B.C. "the dawn of civilization" because it marks the earliest documented dates when 
people settled in communities and began such things as writing, agriculture and commerce. 

Genesis 11:31 says that the patriarch's father, Terah, took his son (who was then called 
Abram before God renamed him Abraham) and their extended family out of a city called 
Ur of the Chaldeans. Archaeologists took this notation as something to investigate, because 
according to The Biblical World: An Illustrated Atlas, the Chaldeans were a tribe that 
didn't exist until somewhere around the sixth and fifth centuries B.C., nearly 1,500 years 
after Abraham is believed to have lived. Ur of the Chaldeans has been located not far from 
Haran, whose remnants are found today in southwestern Turkey. 

The reference to the Chaldeans has led biblical historians to an interesting conclusion. The 
Chaldeans lived around the sixth-to-fifth century B.C., when Jewish scribes first wrote 
down the oral tradition of Abraham's story as they put together the Hebrew Bible. 
Therefore, since the oral tradition mentioned Ur as the starting point for Abraham and his 
family, historians think that it would have been logical for scribes to assume the name was 
tied to the same place they knew in their period, says The Biblical World. 

However, archaeologists have uncovered evidence over the past several decades that sheds 
new light on the era of city-states which corresponds more closely to Abraham's time. 

Clay tablets offer ancient data 

Among these artifacts are some 20,000 clay tablets found deep inside in the ruins of the city 
of Mari in today's Syria. According to The Biblical World, Mari was located on the 
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Euphrates River some 30 miles north of the border between Syria and Iraq. In its time, 
Mari was a key center on the trade routes between Babylon, Egypt and Persia (today's 
Iran). 

Mari was the capital of King Zimri-Lim in the 18th century B.C. until it was conquered 
and destroyed by King Hammurabi. In the late 20th century A.D., French archaeologists 
looking for Mari dug through centuries of sand to uncover Zimri-Lim' s former palace. 
Deep within the ruins, they discovered tablets written in an ancient cuneiform script, one of 
the first forms of writing. 

Some of the tablets have been dated back 200 years before Zimri-Lim' s time, which would 
place them around the same time that the Bible says Abraham's family departed Ur. 
Information translated from the Mari tablets would seem to indicate that the Sumerian Ur, 
not Ur of the Chaldeans, is more likely the place where Abraham and his family started 
their journey. 

Reasons for the Journey of Abraham in the Bible 

Genesis 11:31-32 gives no indication why Abraham's father, Terah, would suddenly uproot 
his large extended family and head toward the city of Haran, which was some 500 miles 
north of the Sumerian Ur. However, the Mari tablets offer information about political and 
cultural strife around Abraham's time that scholars think offers clues to their migration. 

The Biblical World notes that some of the Mari tablets use words from the Amorite tribes 
that are also found in Abraham's story, such as his father's name, Terah, and his brothers' 
names, Nahor and Haran (also ironically the name for their destination). From these 
artifacts and others, some scholars have concluded that Abraham's family may have been 
Amo rites, a Semitic tribe that began to migrate out of Mesopotamia around 2100 B.C. The 
Amorites' migration destabilized Ur, which scholars estimate collapsed around 1900 B.C. 

As a result of these findings, archaeologists now surmise that those who wanted to escape 
the era's civil strife had only one direction to go for safety: north. South of Mesopotamia 
was the sea known now as the Persian Gulf. Nothing but open desert lay to the west. To the 
east, refugees from Ur would have encountered Elamites, another tribal group from Persia 
whose influx also hastened Ur's downfall. 

Thus archaeologists and biblical historians conclude that it would have been logical for 
Terah and his family to head north toward Haran to save their lives and livelihoods. Their 
migration was the first stage in the journey that led Terah's son, Abram, to become the 
patriarch Abraham whom God in Genesis 17:4 terms "the father of a multitude of 
nations." 

Bible Texts Related to the Story of Abraham in the Bible: 
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Genesis 11:31-32: "Terah took his son Abram and his grandson Lot son of Haran, and his 
daughter-in-law Sarai, his son Abram's wife, and they went out together from Ur of the 
Chaldeans to go into the land of Canaan; but when they came to Haran, they settled there. 
The days of Terah were two hundred and five years; and Terah died in Haran." 

Genesis 17:1-4: When Abram was ninety-nine years old, the Lord appeared to Abram, and 
said to him, 'I am God Almighty; walk before me, and be blameless. And I will make my 
covenant between me and you, and will make you exceedingly numerous.' Then Abram fell 
on his face; and God said to him, 'As for me, this is my covenant with you: You shall be the 
ancestor of a multitude of nations.' "

The fact that the Islamic state is wrong about everything they’re doing doesn’t mean the 
Zionist state is right about everything it’s doing but that's how we treat it... 

So what do the American people want us to do in the Middle East? I’m guessing it’s 
whatever the; churches, banks and industrialists tell us to do...

Meanwhile we control our borders to the greatest possible extent to avoid anybody getting 
in here illegally.

Without the religious component to the 
Middle East conflict we might think twice about supporting some of the things Israel does 
in Gaza and the West Bank. We might also address the root causes of all the Middle East 
conflicts if it wasn’t a religious war. It is Christians against Muslims and Americans have 
been directly or indirectly taught that their eternal salvation is at stake and only total 
support of Israel will get you to heaven. Later they'll be taught that only conversion of 
good Jews and rejection of the rest will get them there. 

In the Middle EastsomeEast some parties don't know what they're doing or maybe none of 
them do. 

I don't expect most Americans to admit we’ve made major mistakes in the Middle East, 
any more than I’d expect most; Iraqis, Palestinians or Israelis to admit they have. It’s the 
nature of man to pin the blame on others. 
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Americans support Israel because they're Christian and the Bible tells them to support to 
and because the Palestinians use of terrorism. That has alienated millions of Americans 
who otherwise may have given them a break. 

I've been opposed to interference in the Middle East for decades, thinking it would result in 
unintended consequences and was based on religious warring. That adventurism has 
contributed to terrible things and now the question is what should the U.S. do? We’ve 
made our bed and will have to sleep in it, which means we may be at the point where we 
have to do something severe, which is what the neocons have wanted all along. What the 
unintended consequences will be is anyone’s guess. Maybe certain groups need to be 
ruthlessly crushed because their ideology and theology is so utterly sick but there will be a 
price and we should've never gotten involved in the first place... whenever that was. 

The question as I see it is, were we not tough enough at the beginning? If we had just killed 
more of them as my friends say we should've done, would things now be under control? I 
think we’d have to turn the Middle East into a sea of glass as some friends suggest, in order 
to ever get it under control. So it probably doesn't matter if we were tough enough then or 
tough enough now. Since this is a religious war and we refuse to address what some see as 
the root problems, the only solution is to kill everybody in the Middle East or kill the 
majority as my friends would like to do. It's a very sick philosophy matched only by the 
sick philosophy on the other side. Eventually after turning the Middle East and do a sea of 
glass you may have to turn China and Russia and anybody else who you don't like into a 
mud puddles or whatever the equivalent degree of destruction would be. 

The Israelis have great compassion for their children but not so much for Palestinian 
children who despite their so called “knock on the door” warnings have been killed by the 
hundreds each time Israel “mows the lawn.” They have an Iron dome that could be used 
as insurance during a time of honest negotiations with the Palestinians but they seem to 
have no interest in returning what they have won through wars financed by the west and 
initially fought with hired fighter pilots and now fought with sophisticated weapons mostly 
purchased with financial wizardry and American taxpayer money. 

American Christians seem to have little or no problem with our taxes and bombs killing the

taxpayers. 

Meanwhile the Palestinian rockets were almost completely ineffective against Israel’s Iron 
Dome missile defense system which was developed with U.S. assistance and financing. 
Instead of turning the other cheek in the New Testament Way, Israel perhaps justifiably or 
at least predictably stuck to the Old Testament way and blew the hell out Gaza. Most 
American’s seem to think Israel had the right to do this, despite the U.S. being mostly 
Christian and one would think New Testament leaning nation. Instead of taking the high 
road which their Iron Dome would have allowed them to do, Israel once again took the low 
road and used legalistic arguments to justify killing over 2,000 Palestinians, mostly civilians 
(including 495-578 children) while they lost five civilians.

I got a lot out of the marriage thing Bible study the only thing that I really remember not 
liking was the statement by Pastor Jimmy Reeves? that, “anything not in the Bible is 
inequity.” That reminds me of things like if you’re not a Christian, “your life has no 
meaning” and the obsession some people have about whether or not others are Christians. 
I’m not Christian by most standards but I wish you wouldn’t worry, become agitated or 
feel sorry for me because you think my life is “meaningless.” 

So everyone’s life is meaningless except for the members of your religion? I don’t know if 
that’s; true, sad or poppycock but whether you realize it or not it causes problems for the 
people around you. We must adopt your beliefs, consider you nuts, or perhaps suffer 
depression... with all due respect, I opt for the nuts option. 

“It is what it is” applies to messiahs in my book because although you say your Messiah, 
Prophet or savior is the God of the universe or whatever, to me they are what they are and 
that means to some people they’re God etc. but to others they're something totally different 
and I’m not convinced that either side is entirely correct. For example is Jesus who you say 
he is or who the Talmud says he was? Are you enlightening or mostly just frightening 
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people? Millions have been killed in the name of religion and the number grows higher 
each day and though each side blames the other, everyone’s doing it. 

James McDonald says you're a false teacher if blah, blah, blah so what about the different 
denominations and their different interpretations of the Bible? Are they all wrong if they 
disagree with him, and only okay if they agree with the Nicene creed? Were American 
preachers false teachers 200 years ago when they justified slavery, or is McDonald the false 
teacher for preaching slavery’s wrong even though arguably it was okay in the Bible? Of 
course it’s wrong now, then and forever... 

Came across Alistair Beggs radio show a while back, the topic of which was something 
about “Passing on the truth.” In the Glasgow, UK born preacher slammed the Hari 
Krishna’s teachings as satanic. I’m not an expert on them but couldn’t help wondering if 
he’s “Passing on the truth” or “passing” on the truth... A month or two later I came across 
him again, this time talking about how many people are “acquainted with the truth” but 
not “arrested by it.” I agree it’s better to be arrested by the truth than just acquainted but 
wonder if he’s disseminating the truth or something else. I agree the Bible contains great 
wisdom but whether it’s the truth the whole truth and nothing but the truth is questionable 
to many people with inquiring minds. 

“Mr. Beggs the truth” went on to warn against “an unhealthy interest in controversial 
subjects” and I wondered who decides what level of interest is healthy versus unhealthy? If 
it’s; society, religionists, judges or anyone other than the individual, then IMO “Houston 
we have a problem.” Al’s admonishment seems to me to be the same tried and true method 
of keeping people in line by squelching inquiry into religion’s claims and proclamations. 

He spent a fair amount of time calling people names, conceited etc. for daring to have “an 
unhealthy interest in controversial subjects”, once again if you don’t accept his vision and 
version of God you’re doomed, so watch your back...

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in inconsistencies in the Bible that does make me think that the claims are spurious or at

Did God allow the Chinese to invent gun powder or was it just evolution of science and 
thought or an accident. Then did he allow Europeans to capitalize on that invention and 
create canons of great power instead of them being invented in the East? 

Per A.W. Tozer’s quote... I disagree; in general, point by point and categorically:) 

Seek ye the face of God, seek the truth and follow the clues wherever they lead. Trust not 
man, woman, fantastic claims or relics... they all can lie. 

Watching the various televangelists I can only guess that they range from legitimate, well 
intentioned good men and women to complete fraudsters intent on fleecing the flock... case 
in point this morning might be the “Prophet Manasseh Jordan”... wow!

I’m increasingly using smiley faces :) :)because I want people to know when I’m joking, 
being nuanced or tongue in cheek... that’s because now days the people I’m around seem 
to have turned deadly serious. 

Sure I'd like to change society but ultimately society has to change itself and its unlikely to 
do that while in the eye of the storm. 

Why don't I lobby, agitate or run for office? For one thing, I have credibility problems 
with most people... I'm not a bona fide Christian, I work for the Japanese, I'm half 
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Egyptian, I'm white, middle-aged, male... etc. Despite all that, so far I can’t get arrested in 
this town and that’s fine:) I have no credibility with most groups and the price for 
spouting off is probably higher than any good that might come from it. My cost-benefit 
analysis says just write and let the chips fall where they may if they ever do. 

Maybe I might as will just talk to people about things that are controversial because they 
end up hearing about what you think say or write anyway and you lose him his friends 
regardless so might as well engage. 

Or maybe you can find help or salvation through Jesus or another religious savior. You 
can even contact Savage or Rush and see if they can recommend a therapist in this area, 
there’s nothing wrong with that and it may be better to find someone other than the people 
you actually know since it will be more private. 

Copernicus didn't make extraordinary claims of divine knowledge etc. and he waited till 
after he died so the publication of the book would not get his family in so much trouble but 
he managed to influence thinkers and scientists who came after him and make an impact 
on the world... he sounds like a nice guy and I like his business model:)
